WETS CARRY FIVE OF SIX WARDS. 



The Bells Rang, the Men, Women and Children 
Marched, Prayed and Sang While the Bal- 
loting Went Against Them. 



Yesterday Maysville passed through the must strenuous 
and exciting election ever waged in the history of the city. 

The contest l)etweeii the wets and the drys was stub- 
bornly fought from start to linish, and the former won out by a 
■majority of .'548 votes, the wets carrying tive of the six Wards. 

The event brought to the city the largest crowd that has 
Ibeen seen here in years. Scores of interested spectators from 
outside points were here to lend their presence for or against 
local option as the case might be. 

The ringing of the Ghareh bells at 6 o'clock a. m. was 
the signal to arms, and shortly thereafter .the Tarioas Chnrehes 
were filled with devont soals praying for the salvation of men 
imd the snooess of their canse. 

The inclement weather in nowise dampened the ardor 
and enthusiasm of the women and children who were marshaled 
-for the fray, and though the rain was descendii^ at the time, 
the column was formisd, and headed by the Augusta Band the 
parade started over the streets, marching from one polling place 
to another^ carrying flags and banners bearing apprepriate 
anottoes. 

The Fourth Ward seemed to be the storm center, and 
liere earnest women sang familiar hymns and offered silent 
prayers for the success of their cause. 

At the noon hour fully two-thirds of the vote had been 
polled, both sides working hard to get out their full strength, 
and long before the hour of closing the entire vote had been 
cast. 

Coffee and sandwiches were served to all who applied 
from convenient booths and tents, which bad been erected for 
the purpose. 

While enthusiasm ran high nothing occurred to mar the 
day, not a disturbance of any kind being noted, and not an ar- 
rest was reported. 

The vote was a fairly full one. Of a registration of 
IjiSGO, l,rjU<'» votes were cast. There were very few challenges, 
and those who had a right were privileged to cast their ballot. 

Those voting in favor of the sale of vinous, spirituous 
and malt liquors in the city of Maysville voted Yes and those 
opposed voted No. The vote by Wards follows —
